These are one of the most misunderstood features available 
to you as a telephone subscriber What it does is allow you 
to use a long distance carrier other than the one you are 
currently hooked up with to make a phone call This is good 
for several reasons Let’s say your primary carrier assigned 
to your account is Carrier A and you can get lower rates 
through Carrier B, simply use Carrier B’s tenex code to 
access them and make the call You are billed the lowed rate, 
if you’re billed at all. Here we touch on another reason 
Sometimes when using a tenex, it takes months before you’re 
billed sometimes you may not even be billed 1 The reason 
for this is because some obscure tenex carriers that do not 
normally deal with anything other than COCOTS must pay 
your assigned carrier a fee to bill you for your call This can 
take quite a long time! Also, PBX’s and some COCOTS don’t 
screen outgoing calls, using the Tenex+ACN method of 
dialing Voila! Free Calling A-la-carte’ heh

I live in the 517 area code and have been dialing around 
looking for interesting phone numbers. One number that I 
dialed, 646-9994, did something really weird that I've never 
run across before. The line went instantly dead. I wasn't 
even able to hear the DTMF tones from my phone. The line 
returned to normal operation after about 15 seconds. Any 
idea why this happens? Also, if anyone is interested, the 
ANAC number for the 517 area code is 2002002020.

That number is in all likelihood a telephone company test 
number. I bet you lose line voltage when you dial that one. 
Also, phone numbers ending with OOxx or 99xx are most likely 
test numbers of some sort and can be expected to do just 
about anything.

I recently got ahold of an ANI number that works for my area 
and have been having a blast with it. It's also saved my butt 
a few times but I won't go into that. My question is, why 
doesn't the ANI number selftn to work for my cellular phone? 
When I call it I do get a number, but not my cell phones 
number. If I call the number I was given I get the recorded 
message 'You have reached a number that has been 
disconnected or is no longer in service." What gives?

Due to the way cell phones work, being that they are routed 
through a number that is local to where you are, that number 
actually doesn't exist. In fact, this is a little known bit of 
information that the phone companies probably wouldn't want 
you to know. Also, you will find that you get the same result if 
you call from an airplane or train. 

Dear 411, 

I've been into computers and modeming for several years 
now and I've recently been fooling around with this little 
transmitter I made from the plans in a magazine. What I was 
wondering was if it is possible to "modem" using radio 
transmitters and receivers without owning a satellite.

Transmission of data over radio waves is very possible. HAM 
radio operators have done this for many years. They use a 
TNC (Terminal Node Controller). This would be the much 
simpler than trying to get normal modems to talk over a radio. 

Dear 411, 

I've been searching for some interesting numbers in the Los 
Angeles area and have found that by dialing any prefix 
followed by 0002 I get what sounds like a test tone. But the 
real clincher came when I dialed a prefix followed by 1110. I 
got what sounded like a fax or modem. I then had my 
computer dial the number and were able to connect as high 
as 1200 baud, yet all I get is garbage. When I connect at 300

Since the law only states that it is illegal to perform a wire tap, 
and listening to a transmitted phone conversation is not a wire 
tap, then it is perfectly legal to listen to cordless phone 
frequencies. Only really old cordless phones use the 49 MHz 
range, so those are pretty easy to listen to New models 
transmit from the base at 46 61 to 46 97MHz and receive at 
49.67 to 49.99MHz. There are ten channels in each of the 
ranges. These models use a digital security code, some 
having thousands, while others use ‘rolling security codes’ 
that change with every call. The very latest models use the 
902 to 928MHz range, some of which now digitally encrypt the 
audio.

I live in north Orange County, CA, and have recently built my 
first Red Box. I am very proud of my achievement and have 
lots of success with it, except with Pac Bell phones Is there 
some difference in the way Pac Bell generates their tones, 
making my pride-and-joy useless?

The other day at school a friend of mine was talking about a 
“Gold Box ” He made it sound like this device was used in 
some fashion to divert calls. I would like to know if, in fact, this 
is what a Gold Box is used for And, if so, can you give me a 
general idea of how it works and how I can make or obtain 
one? 

Dookie 

Talk about a blast to the past! We haven't played with Gold 
Boxes in quite some time, ever since phone companies have 
offered call forwarding OK, so you know how a Gold Box 
works do ya? Well, in the most primitive terms, a Gold Box is 
a device which, when installed correctly, diverts incoming 
calls from one incoming line to another outgoing line. The 
ongmal Gold Box was very useful for individuals who were 
looking to make long distance calls for free (gee, that's an 
ongmal idea) without having to deal with the hassles involved 
with “ phreakmg" and the FBI. Some of these devices used a 
power source other than the voltage on the phone line itself. 
Of course, the ones that did use the line voltage were capable 
of delivenng the required results, it's been our experience that 
the “battery operated" versions of these devices were the 
most reliable in getting calls through Some of the earliest 
Gold Boxes, when installed and called, would simply pick up 
the line and give you a dial tone from the second phone line. 
Later on, people started getting a little creative, adding tone 
decoders and timers so as to make it a little more secure 
when using this method of defrauding the phone company In 
fact, Radio Crap at one time manufactured (hahaha) a self 
contained call forwarding unit that became quite popular 
among those of us who engaged in such activities (us 7 
naw . .) Eventually someone caught on to the misuse of Radio 
Shacks version of the Gold Box and cut distnbution of them 
That's too bad, we kind a liked them. Since the technology is 
already out there and you can purchase an already made 
“Gold Box" (call forwarding unit) at your local swap meet or 
other source of electronic artifacts, we're not going to include 
any schematics in this issue WeVe seen many different 
variations of the same device time and time again. So, if any 
of the readers out there have a stable, working version of this 
once popular gadget, send m the schematic with some 
construction and usage notes and we’ll gladly print it in a 
future issue and give the author credit! 

Dear 411, 

My cable company where I live is Paragon and I was 
wondering how they encode and decode their premium 
channels. I have heard they used some sort of special filters 
and have also heard about something called “SSAVI.” What 
is SSAVI and how do these “filters” work? 

Ulysses 

First of all, the filters you are referhng to are a completely 
different method of keeping subschbers from viewing certain 
channels than SSAVI. These filters are simply “notch" filters 
that block a specific channel and are placed in-line on the 
cable, at the access port which is usually located either on the 
utility pole or in a special cable access box on the building or 
in an underground enclosure. The filters are approximately 
1-1/2" to 2" in length, cylindrical, and have a male F-type 
connector on one end a a female F-type connector on the 
other end. Paragon currently uses this type of filter to block 
HBO and Showtime. Sometimes these filters are color keyed 
to identify which channel they block. Since the removal of 
BOTH of these filters allows the subscriber to view HBO and 
Showtime, it really doesn’t matter if you can identify them or 
not. Now, an interesting variation of the filtering system used 
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by Paragon is found when dealing with channel 21 (The 
Disney Channel). With this channel, to ENABLE viewing, one 
must have a filter INSTALLED, as opposed to removed. The 
reason for this is an interference signal is transmitted with 
channel 21 and normally this causes the channel to appear as 
if you are viewing it from ten million miles away and there is 
an annoying beeping tone present. The installation of the 
proper fitter will remove the interference signal and restore 
normal viewing. Note, if you lose one of these filters Paragon 
levies a $150 fee for the replacement of the device (since they 
suspect you stole it why not charge as much as they can.) 
Now for SSA VI. Oh boy... SSA VI stands for Sync Suppressed 
Active Video Inversion. This might sound like complete 
gibberish but actually it’s quite detailed in telling you exactly 
what it does. Simply put, the transmitted signal (the 
scrambled channel that you are watching) has the horizontal 
sync signal suppressed or removed so your television does 
not know when to start drawing each line on your screen 
That's why you can sometimes see a distorted picture that is 
constantly shifting from side to side on the screen. Actually 
it's very easy to replace the sync. The hard part comes with 
the active video inversion. Basically, all that happens is that 
the video signal is actively inverted. You might say ‘Yeah, so 
what does that mean?" Well this is what it means. The 
picture that you’re looking at is randomly switched so as to 
make it appear as if you are looking at a ‘negative’ (reversed 
video) image. This portion of the scrambling method is what 
makes this very difficult to descramble. In fact, so hard that 
some of the older equipment have trouble correcting for the 
randomness of the inversion. The time frame in which the 
equipment has to determine if the video is inverted, and to 
correct for this is very, very, VERY small. THIS is why the 
equipment is prone to intermittent failure. It is not uncommon 
for one of these descrambling units to completely fail. If the 
decoder cannot detect the change in the signal fast enough 
you will undoubtedly see a split second of inverted video, 
which can be quite annoying. OK, that’s pretty much it. If you 
want to receive all the channels, remove two filters, add one 
filter, and descramble the rest. Voila! Now you have even 
more channels of nothing to choose from for your late night 
entertainment. If you're worried about descrambling, don’t 
worry, we weren’t about to leave you in the dust on this one 
What you need is a Zenith SSA VI descrambler or a turn-on kit 
for those of you who want to * overhaul’ your existing Zenith 
addressable unit. The descramblers go for about $150, and 
the turn-on kits will run you nearly $20. You can find 
advertisements for the necessary equipment in the backs of 
various electronics magazines. One last thing, all of you, of 
course, realize that this knowledge is presented for 
educational purposes only and that the use of this knowledge 
and/or such equipment described above to defraud the cable 
companies (hahaha...naw!) is highly illegal and not 
recommended (by the authorities....Hey! we’re not THE 
authorities.) 

Dear 411, 

I’ve got lots and lots of computer and other electronic 
equipment that is almost never turned off Consequently I 
have some pretty high electric bills. I was looking at the 
electric meter and was wondering if there was a way I could 
adjust it in my favor. Is there a way I can tap into the wires, 
bypassing the meter all together? Is this an easy task and 
how dangerous is it? I mean, I don't feel like becoming a fried 
green tomato. 

Killer Attack Bunny 

Let's address the danger factor first. If you are asking about 
shock hazard here, that is somewhat minimal, if you use a 
little common sense (turn off the circuit breaker first). If you 
mean dangerous as in getting in deep do-do then we're 
talking about either a few years in the concentration camp, a 
hefty fine, OR both, considering this is utility fraud. But, as 
long as no one sees you doing it, don’t worry about it. 
Remember, if no one saw YOU do it how can they prove YOU 
did it? (don’t leave any fingerprints, hahaha) There are 
several ways to achieve what you are looking for. For now, 
we’ll only talk about a couple of them. Surprisingly the two 
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most common methods of acquiring free electricity are as 
follows: The first method is bypassing. How this is done is 
quite simple. The person or persons who want the electricity 
tap into the power lines running to the residence (or business) 
at a point before the meter Remember now, the only way the 
power company can determine how much electricity is being 
used in any given location is by reading the power meter. The 
power meters job is to record how much power is consumed 
THROUGH it in any given time frame. If someone were to tap 
the electricity at a point before the meter there is no way the 
meter can record this. The only reason suspicion would arise 
is if the *tapping job’ was done very poorly and wires were 
dangling around all over the place in free view of the poor 
sucker who has to go around to all these meters and wnte 
down how much you used. So, if you are going to use the 
bypass method, it is suggested that it be done INSIDE of the 
power box behind the panel This would require removal of 
the meter itself to allow access behind the panel The meter 
has four connections on it Two for the input, and two for the 
output The input comes directly from the power lines The 
output goes directly to the main breaker which the goes to the 
individual breakers and then to the wall outlets themselves 
The input terminals are the uppermost connectors on the 
backside of the power meter and the output terminals are the 
lowermost connectors As you can see, this is really simple 
However, you would not want to bypass the meter completely 
as the meter would then register no electnc usage, telling the 
electhc company that something is amiss Then again, we 
know of people who have done this and gotten away with it, 
receiving a bill for only two dollars It's quite humorous when 
you think about it. This leads us to the second of the two most 
popular methods This one's called "meter reversal" This is 
done exactly the way the name implies The meter is 
removed, turned upside down, and replaced The meter will 
then run backwards subsequently making the amount of 
power usage appearing to have decreased Almost as if you 
gave the electricity to the utility company OR making it look as 
if you used so damn much elect no ty that the meter tnpped it's 
maximum mileage in less than a month! Now, to avoid this 
problem, the meter reversal is constantly done every half 
month to cancel any usage in the previous half month, 
preventing any suspicion ansing from a shrinking odometer 
(hahaha) or the meter-reader from seeing an upside down 
meter when they come calling This is much like setting back 
the odometer on your car before you sell it in order to get 
more money for it. Do you get it? Let’s go over it again At 
the beginning of the month, the meter is reversed Time 
passes as you use lots and lots of electncity Two or three 
weeks pass and the meter is put back in its original placement 
(un-reversed) to allow the meter to run normally again 
Hopefully, if everything was planned correctly, by the time the 
meter reader shows up the number appeanng on the meter is 
little more than it was at the beginning of the month If not, 
some hot shot at the electhc company (or their computers) 
are going to notice the discrepancy So, caution is advised 
Keep a note of the meter reading at all times OK, so that's 
pretty much it for power snatching for now

For the rest of you we 
have some more area codes to be introduced in 1995: 281 - 
Texas, 334 - Alabama, 360 - Washington, 423 - Tennessee, 
456 - International Inbound, 500 - Personal Communications

Illinois, 954 - Florida and 970- Colorado. As you can see, we 
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have lots of new area codes to play with. If you'll notice the 
500 - Personal Communication Services., it's a new service 
called "True Connections” offered by AT&T and has better 
features, like Call Scheduling, Call Sequencing, and Voice 
Mail.

So, this goes to show that they CAN be 
found, if you look around hard enough We re not positive 
that they have, in fact, been discontinued or not, as we have 
found some Maybe you need to try this from a different 
approach It's possible that they’ve simply stocked them 
away from view and you have to ask a salesperson tactfully 
for the device you are looking for Who knows? As for the 
crystal, there is someone advertising them in the Marketplace 
of this issue If you have trouble with that source, you might 
want to try Fry's Electronics in Fountain Valley, CA, or the 
store located in Manhatten Beach, CA. They have been an 
invaluable source of electronic goodies for as long as we can 
remember And. one last source would be Digi-Key 
Corporation. You can reach them at 1-800-344-4539. The 
part number you are looking for is X415 (this crystal is 6.500 
MHz, which will work just fine) According to their catalog 
specifications, the crystal is an HC-49 case This guy is a 
really small crystal and will fit into the tone dialer very nicely. 
In fact, it’s so small, it will probably fit into ANY project

CBI SOCIAL 
SECURITY GUIDE 
by CBI and The 
Producer 

CBI, as you 
probably know, is one of 
the country's largest 
credit reporting bureaus 
with nationwide dial-in 
capability just like TRW, 
Trans Union, etc. 
Providing the name, address, date of birth etc. is generally sufficient to get 
information on the individual's credit history. Many articles have been 
published regarding techniques to obtain accounts and passwords to this 
system, and I will not comment on their validity here. However, this article 
will merely focus on something called "DTEC", which I believe most 
readers are not aware of. 

"DTEC" is an extremely powerful social security number search tool 
which resides on CBI systems. When properly accessed, it can provide a 
wealth of information on any individual solely based upon his or her social 
security number alone. The number is merely entered, and the 
information is spewed out. "DTEC" is only available to those CBI'ers who 
qualify and subscribe for the service. If you are fortunate enough to be 
able to access CBI - and I'll discuss that next - you may also gain "DTEC" 
capability too. 

Obtaining a CBI Account from CBI 

CBI has its New England base located in Connecticut If you call 
about obtaining an account from them, you will be happy to learn that the 
charge is minimal (about $50 per month); however, there are two catches: 

First, you must have a legitimate reason for running credit reports 
This is easily solved: just tell them you are a mortgage broker and, if they 
ask for a copy of your license, do the following: (1) go to some real 
mortgage broker's office, say you're interested in a loan and ask for a copy 


of their license; then (2) go to your nearest copy store, use the necessary 
White-Out and do the necessary other things to after this document to fit 
your fictitious company. CBI will accept a COPY of your broker's license, 
so don't worry if you wind up printing your pseudo-license on regular 8 1/2 
x 11. it won't matter. 

As I said, this first part is easily solved However, CBI's second 
requirement isn't so easy: they require an ON-SITE INSPECTION of your 
"office"!! Whoa! Many mortgage brokers DO operate out of their home, 
but of course you don't want to give your real name or address EVER! I 
guess the only way to get around this is to use one of those "office-for-a- 
day" places that rent office space, an imitation secretary, etc. This can, of 
course, be quite costly (SIOO's) 

Should you actually wind up seeking a direct account from CBI 
(cant imagine why you'd want to, $-wise), and should CBI ask to see an 
ORIGINAL copy of your mortgage broker's license, just tell them your 
attorney told you it’s on file with the Secretary of State They'll buy it 

You most likely wont want to get a direct account from CBI and will, 
instead, find yourself perusing amongst the potpourri of offerings on how 
to hack such accounts and passwords Sorry, my friends, but so it goes 

Anyway, once you’ve obtained an account and password somehow, 
you will want to know how to use "DTEC", which CBI wont tell you about! 
What I will now include are the complete, unedited texts of two (2) actual 
CBI user guides on "DTEC". NOTE: These guides were designed for CBI 
users in South Florida, however the principles are just as applicable here 
up north. As to references to "Dade" and "Broward" within the text, Dade 
and Broward are county names in South Florida; for example, Miami is in 
Dade County and Ft Lauderdale is in Broward, if you didn't know Now, 
here are the unedited "DTEC" texts, pieced together 
DTEC 

* Sign on as usual 

* After "PROCEED" appears, enter. DTEC-Social Security Number 
Example: DTEC-123-45-6789 

* Output appears: either up 4 ID-only multiples or a NO RECORD 
message.

This is what TCE BBS looked like back in 1988. Wow! It's quite a change, seeing what it looks 
like today. We were lucky enough, here at Blacklisted! 411 to acquire an old picture of their 
system. What you’re looking at, to the left, is an Amiga 500 and it's predecessor, a Commodore 
64. The Amiga 500 was the system in use at the time the picture was taken. It had a mere 40 
megs of HD space, one 2400 modem and a lot of heart.

Clipper Chip Clipped! 

It seems that the Clinton Administration has an obsession with 
eavesdropping on the American people They want access to listen to what

Really, WHO in their right mind 
would want or use an encryption method ttfat has a backdoor? Nobody! 
That’s right NOBODY! } 

Regardless of this fact, it has been pushed hard Until NOW The 
government has not backed off on its stance regarding Clipper, but has 
changed direction regarding other technologies that would utilize the same 
encryption standard These technologies include computer data 
applications and the systems that utilize them, including BBSs They’ve 
come upon a stumbling block which they [may never overcome. They 
cannot apply this technology to data comrhunications because of some 
problems with the way it’s handled; This has caused the Clinton 
Administration to rethink its position: on (he use of Clipper with data 
communications. 

Why did Clipper come about, you ask? Last year, the Clipper Chip was 
introduced as a result of the National Security Agency's (NSA’s) concerns 
regarding it’s inability to use conventional wiretaps in “catching criminals in 
the process of violating America’s national security." In simple terms, the 
NSA was erked off because they could nof listen in on people whenever 
they wanted because there are many; encryption programs available now 
which they cannot break. This severely|limits their ability to monitor 
messages traveling over the telephone netw^rks . Haha, that’s pretty funny, 
actually. The Clipper Chip was made to help alleviate this problem by 
providing “secure" encryption but permitting decryption by law enforcement 
officers possessing a valid warrant. £ 

How does it work? First, Clipper chips would be built into new “special"

telephone units. Each time a phone call was made from one of these 
“special" units, a message would be sent out by the Clipper Chip, itself, to 
determine if the destination telephone unit was equipped w : Clipper, as 
well If so, the two telephone units would exchange encryption kt ;, 
allowing only those two telephone units to communicate with each other. 
Naturally, if the destination telephone unit is not equipped with Clipper, the 
call would go through as any normal call would - no encryption The 
encryption “handshake" of these units would be completely automated, 
disallowing any human intervention whatsoever. Copies of the encryption 
keys for all Clipper telephones were to be kept on file at two federal 
agencies, with each agency keeping half of the key. In order for any law 
enforcement agency to gain access to a nonencrypted "tap" on a phone 
line, they would have to present their court-authorized wiretap orders to 
representatives at both of these agencies and receive each of the two key 
halves, which they could then use to decrypt the phone conversation 
Originally, Clipper was made for voice telephone conversations. Later, a 
data-encrypting version of this chip, called Tessera, was scheduled for 
release sometime in the near future. This is where the Clinton 
Administration ran into problems. Tessera ran into some problems during 
its testing phase. On May 31 an AT&T Bell Labs researcher issued a report 
describing how Tessera was ineffective, more or less This researcher 
found a significant flaw with the chip. The flaw had to deal with the Law 
Enforcement A jss Field (LEAF), This is what tells the law enforcement 
officers the serial number of the Clipper being used. They MUST have this 
serial number in order to request and obtain the two halves of the encryption 
key needed to perform the wiretap. It was discovered that the LEAF could 
be changed, leaving police with NO way of obtaining an accurate serial 
number and, therefore, no way obtaining the proper key. In essence, 
Tessera was found to be useless! 

This discovery was a huge embarrassment for the Clinton Administration, 
obviously With this in light, the Clinton Administration announced plans to 
abandon its push for using Clipper technology for non-voice applications 
This is wonderful news for anyone operating a BBS. 

If you stop and think about this for a moment, you can see how ridiculous 
this whole thing is. If the government does follow through with this 
implementation of Clipper, what’s to keep people from using their own 
encryption methods, underneath the Clipper encryption? That would be a 
laugh. Imagine this: Some law enforcement agency decides to tap you. 
They go through the red tape and get the two halves of the key They then 
use this in order to decrypt your phone conversations To their dismay, they 
find that you’ve thought ahead. You opted to use your own “private" 
encryption method. Haha! Score citizen! RIGHT TO PRIVACY! 
Remember, anything the government pushes hard must not be in the 
interest of the people Protect yourselves 
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Amiga or Bust? 


So, you’re curious about the latest developments with Commodore and the liquidation of their assets? Back in mid August there were many rumors 
that Commodore International, Ltd. had a buyer, David Pleasance of Commodore UK Management. Pleasance, however, had not expected a done 
deal until the first part of September his bicf was for the entire company and product line of Commodore, including their popular Amiga line of personal 
computers. There were also several otherbidders including Creative Equipment International, of Miami, FL.; Samsung Electronics, of Korea; Phillips 
Electronics, of the Netherlands, Amstrad Pj_C, of the United Kingdom; and Escom AG, of Germany. Supposedly there were only a few details left to 
take care of but as yet there is no deal for the buy-out of Commodore.

Amiga supporting magazines have felt the fallout from Commodores liquidation Product developers and vendors are reluctant to spend financial 
resources on a product which has the distinct possibility of becoming extinct. Since magazines are unable to reap the profits from vast amounts of 
advertising they are forced to cut back on other parts of their magazines, including editorials and product reviews. Most magazines, however, feel that 
if a pro-Amiga group or company buys Commodore that Amiga product developers will once again have faith in the computer and begin advertising in 
earnest. Some magazines have even said they are willing to help the new owners get the ball rolling. 


Amiga dealers are suffering as well. Some feel that if the current trend continues that Amiga owners will dump their machines in favor of something 
that's from a stable company. Many dealers are already planning on discontinuing sales of the Amiga line. Software manufacturers are also worried 
as some are beginning to transfer their workforce to developing applications on other platforms such as IBM and compatibles. (Continued on page S8)

Amendment I

Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof: or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press: or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the government for a redress of grievances.

Amendment XXI (1933) 

Section 1. The eighteenth article of amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 2. The transportation or importation into any 
state, territory, or possession of the United States 
for delivery or use therein of intoxicating liquors, in 
violation of the laws thereof, is hereby prohibited. 

Section 3. This article shall be inoperative unless it 
shall have been ratified as an amendment to the 
Constitution by conventions in the several states, as 
provided in the Constitution, within seven years from 
the date of the submission hereof to the states by 
the Congress. 

Amendment XXII (1951) 

Section 1. No person shall be elected to the office of 
the President more than twice, and no person who 
has held the office of President, or acted as 
President, for more than two years of a term to 
which some other person was elected President 
shall be elected to the office of the President more 
than once. But this article shall not apply to any 
person holding the office of President when this 
article was proposed by the Congress, and shall not 
prevent any person who may be holding the office of 
President, or acting as President, during the term 
within which this article becomes operative from 
holding the office of President or acting as President 
during the remainder of such term. 

Sectibn 2. This article shall be inoperative unless it 
shall have been ratified as an amendment to the 
Constitution by the legislatures of three-fourths of 
the several states within seven years from the date 
of its submission to the states by the Congress. 

Amendment XXIII , (1961) 

Section 1. The District constituting the seat of 
government of the United States shall appoint in 
such manner as the Congress may direct. 

A number of electors of President and Vice 
President equal to the whole number of Senators 
and Representatives in Congress to which the 
District would be entitled if it were a state, but in no 
event more than the least populous state; they shall 
be in addition to those appointed by the states, but 
they shall be considered, for the purposes of the 
election of President and Vice President, to be 
electors appointed by a state; and they shall meet in 
the District and perform such duties as provided by 
the twelfth article of amendment. 

Section 2. The Congress shall have power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legislation. 

Amendment XXIV (1964) 

Section 1. The right of citizens of the United States 
to vote in any primary or other election for President 
or Vice President, for electors for President or Vice 
President, or for Senator or Representative in 
Congress, shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or any state by reason of failure to pay 
any poll tax or other tax. 

Section 2. The Congress shall have power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legislation.

Section 1 In case of the removal of the President from office or of his death or resignation, the Vice President shall become President 

Section 2 Whenever there is a vacancy in the office of the Vice President, the President shall nominate a Vice President who shall take office upon 
confirmation by a majority vote of both Houses of Congress 

Section 3 Whenever the President transmits to the President pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives his written 
declaration that he is unable to discharge the powers and duties of his office and until he transmits to them a written declaration to the contrary, 
such powers and duties shall be discharged by the Vice President as Acting President. 

Section 4 Whenever the Vice President and a majority of either the principal officers of the executive departments or of such other body as Congress 
may by law provide, transmit to the President pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives their written declaration 
that the President is unable to discharge the powers and duties of his office, the Vice President shall immediately assume the powers and duties of 
the office as Acting President. 

Thereafter when the President transmits to the President pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives his written 
declaration that no inability exists, he shall resume the powers and duties of his office unless the Vice President and a majority of either the principal 
officers of the executive department or of such other body as Congress may by law provide, transmit within four days to the President pro tempore of 
the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives their written declaration that the President is unable to discharge the powers and duties 
of his office Thereupon Congress shall decide the issue assembling within forty-eight hours for that purpose if not in session If the Congress, within 
twenty-one days afler receipt of the latter written declaration or if Congress is not in session, within twenty-one days after Congress is required to 
assemble determines by two-thirds vote of both Houses that the President is unable to discharge the powers and duties of his office the Vice 
President shall continue to discharge the same as Acting President, otherwise, the President shall resume the 
powers and duties of his office 

Amendment XXVI (1971) 

Section 1 The right of citizens of the United States who are 18 years of age or older, to vote, shall not be denied or abridged by the United States or 
any state on account of age 

Section 2 The Congress shall have the power to enforce this article by appropriate legislation

The chart to the left is a list of the two channel cordless 
phone frequencies They are a paired network, however 
if you have a cordless phone that does work on the 
paired basis, for example 46 93 & 49.99, by monitoring 
just the 46 93 frequency will provide both sides of the 
conversation.. Monitoring the other end 49 99 would be 
just the person using the cordless phone. This only 
works on cordless phones using the 46 Mhz paired 
scheme. 

The older cordless phones worked mainly on the 49 Mhz band, these versions only radiate the person using the cordless 
phone, to monitor the other side of the conversation you have to have a Short Wave Radio and slowly tune between 1.5 & 1.9 
Mhz. You will notice at trying to tune in with the SW that you get a lot of static, this is one of the main reasons that they 
switched to the 46/49 paired scheme, to get a clearer reception on cordless phones. That is for the owner of the Cordless 
Phone, not a monitor 

Baby Corns or Room monitors are used mainly to monitor a babies room, to see if the baby needs something However uses 
for these little gadgets could be anything for instance surveillance 

Baby Corns also use the 49 Mhz spectrum, most notably on: 

49 830 49 845 49.860 49 875 49.890 

Baby Corns are quiet sensitive, quiet sensitive, usually meaning that other areas of a house that has one are transmitting into 
the Mic. Get my drift?? It is sometimes very funny.. Cruise around and give a listen. .. 

Another device that uses the 49 Mhz band is the line of personal communicators, the best known is Maxon. These little radios 
are very valuable to have. They are very inexpensive and a ordinary store model will have a range of up to 1/4 of a mile.. They 
work on the same band settings as do Baby Corns 49.83 - 49.89 

My Maxon communicators are always charged and ready to go, for ex ample, long ago when my Satellite Dish would go out 
of line due to a storm or something, I'd have to run out there and at each little adjustment stop and yell into the house, 
now-a-days we slap a couple Maxons on and the dish is set in minutes.. 

One nifty model that Maxon came out with is there Ear-Mic. models which the microphone and the earphone are one piece 
that fits in your ear, the same way as a normal earphone does. As you speak your vocal cords vibrate this vibration is actually 
what you are speaking, anyway it reverberates inside your head and the ear Mic. picks these sounds up. Really it works, this 
method has been in use for many years, notice that you only see an earphone in Agents ears, there using this type of 
system... Anyway all you have to do is whisper and the person with the other communicator will hear you.. 

Want to have some fun??? Well as you can see the Maxon Communicators use the exact same frequencies that Baby Corns 
do. .. Hmmm... do you have a friend with a Baby Com? Well late at night drive near his house and turn your Maxon on and 
make some weird noises or whatever you want to do.. Note make sure you know his babycom frequency, so you can set your 
Maxon to it... 

Communicators like the Maxons can be bought anywhere nowadays, for instance, Radio Shack has them under there name, 
but Maxon sales to them.. You can buy several types, handhelds, headset models and even base models. Don't even get one 
that has only one or two channels, get the versions that cover all five... 
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Meson Communicators exact frequencies are: 

A - 49.83 B - 49.845 C - 49.86 D - 49.875 E - 49.89 

There is not much that you can do internally to soup up the juice on these babies, I did see a circuit for making a preamp and 
will make a file on that in the future. Things you can do are this. On the Handhelds what I do is take out the factory antenna 
and I mount a BNC Jade onto the frame you can then use a wide variety of antennas on the market, I have one on the car and 
one up in the tangle of antennas in my trees.. I also use a whip for walking with the handheld. As for the Base, definitely add 
a BNC jack and an outdoor base. __

Writers of software programs that are being placed on the 
various bulletin boards with permission to users of the board 
to use the programs for non-commercial purposes should 
mark those programs as:

It is not necessary to register the work with the Copyright 
Office in Washington, D C. to get copyright protection. In 
fact, it is not necessary to put the copyright notice on to get 
protection, but the notice is required if you want to sue for 
infringement, as is registration with the Copyright Office. If 
the omission of the notice was inadvertent or distribution was 
for a limited purpose only (like to one's family or a friendly 
group get together) the lack of notice does not cause any 
harm However, the absence of the notice will allow anyone 
who copies your program to claim it was placed in the public 
domain for all to use for any purpose. Only the copyright can 
be licensed and if the other fellow doesn’t know you are 
claiming a copyright, he can claim innocence in this copying 
Registration is simple. Just send a note off to the Copyright 
Office, Library of Congress, Washington, D C. and ask for 
the forms needed to register a computer program. They will 
send you a package of stuff which will include the forms and 
instructions on how to file for registration. Fill out the form, 
send it back with two copies of your printout showing the 
copyright notice on it and $10 and soon the Copyright Office 
will send you a certificate saying the program is registered 

That's ail there is to it! 

Copyright should not be confused with patent. Patents have 
to be original invention and protect the idea embodied in an 
object or machine. Copyright protects any kind of a literary, 
musical, or artist work, including all kinds of graphics and 
sculpture. It also protects recorded audio and visual works 
such as phonorecords and videotapes and films. 


Neither type of protection guarantees no one will steal your 
effort, any more than the police department guarantees no 
one will burgle your house The law against burglary and the 
law against copyright infringement, however, give the owner 
of the house or the copyright a kind of right to recover from 
the thief Better chance, too, in the case of a software thief 
who copies for commercial purposes! 

A copyright will not protect your fine idea for bit-twiddling - it 
will protect your expression of it - that is, no one can copy 
your program directly, although they can do some bit- 
twiddling themselves to accomplish the same purpose you 
aimed at For example, no one can copyright the idea of the 
play "Romeo and Juliette" of a pair of lovers whose families 
are feuding. But Romeo and Juliette could have been 
copyrighted by William Shakespeare and anyone who used 
his lines in another play about the same thing or a similar 
thing would have infringed his copyright 

Is that clear? Or just confusing? Well, Einstein's theory, E = 
MC*C could not be either patented (it is a natural law) or 
copyrighted (it is an idea) but Albert's book about his theory 
could be, was, and is copyrighted! 

If it comes down to protecting you program through a lawsuit, 
it is necessary to have the notice and the registration The 
registration is prima facie evidence of the validity of your 
copyright. And should you succeed in proving your 
copyright, the court will issue an injunction against a copier 
without permission, will ultimately give you either his profits, 
your losses (should you start selling the program yourself), 
and your attorney's fees if he was an intentional infringer It 
could be a good deal for you, if your program is really great - 
and some that have been seen on the BBS's are great!

"In Hinayana Buddhism there is no god as we conceive of God The followers of Mahayanna Buddhism tend to deify Buddha Their idea of God.

Center for Spiritual Awareness - Leader: Roy Eugene Davis 

Also called Christian Spiritual Alliance Buddha, Sri Krishna, and Jesus were enlightened souls "The second coming of Jesus is a fanciful hope 
The awakening of individuals to the realization of their own Christ-nature is what will liberate man and transform society" (Darshan: The vision of Light, 
Roy E Davis) Jesus was a man who reached Christ-consciousness and was on earth to share the truth of this consciousness 

Children of God - Leader: David Brandt Berg (Moses David) 

Started as a fundamentalist counter-culture ministry, but degenerated into belief in the occult, reincarnation, and sexual permissiveness The COG 
believes that Berg is the ONLY end-time prophet; that the COG IS the remnant church of the last days; that its authority is absolute; and in the use of 
blasphemy, profanity, vulgarity, and pornography (Moody Monthly July/August 1977). 

Christian Scientist - Founder: Mary Baker Eddy 

Jesus was a mere man who demonstrated the Christ (i.e. a divine idea). It doesn't matter 
whether Christ ever existed, and His blood doesn't cleanse from sin. (Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures, The First of Christ Scientist and Miscellany, both by Mary baker Eddy) 

Church of the Living Word - Leader: John Robert Stevens 

Also called. THE WALK. "Jesus Christ came to participate in humanity and make the bridge 
of communication so that God could communicate himself into our very beings. What He is, we 
become" (The Word Became Flesh, a Living Word F blication). According to Stevens, this 
begins with contemporary revelations which make the the Living Word (Christ) to the World. 
Although some acknowledgement is made of the inspiration and authority of the Scripture, in 
practice the source of teaching is current revelation, not the Bible. Stevens considers himself 
God's chief intercessor. 

Church Universal and Triumphant - Leader: Elizabeth Claire Prophet 

Also called: Summit International or Summit Lighthouse. The Church Universal and 
Triumphant is a mixture of eastern religions, Theosophy, Christianity, and many other things. 
Elizabeth is recognized as one of the two witnesses of Revelation 11. Her late husband and 
founder, Mark, is considered a man that had the Christ Consciousness within him. He was one 
of many who achieved the "God self" witness. 

Dhyana-Mandiram - Leader: Pandit Usharbudh 

"God is essentially formless ... God may manifest Himself-Herself-ltself in any form, at any 
time, at any place, on any planet... Jesus may be accepted as one of the many incarnations of 
God." (Hinduism: An Introduction, Pandit Usharbudh and Yorke Crompton).

Ji claims the world needs the knowledge 
of Reality, and he claims to be the source of that knowledge and of peace in the world, according to David J. Hesselgrave, Trinity Evangelical Divinity 
School. 

ECKANKAR - Leader: Sri Darwin Gross 

ECKANKAR says it is the wellspring and essence of all religions, philosophies, and sacred doctrines. It claims to be the way to God-realization via 
the "ancient science of soul travel." ECKANKAR makes the biblical God into a demon who as creator is responsible for the evil in the world and defines 
Christ as "god as all men are god" ("Eck World News, December, 1978, page 13). 

Findhom Foundation University of Light • Leaders: Peter and Eileen Caddy 

. "The Devic (Deva is a being of light) would emphasize that man has to do one thing to reverse the trend of events on the planet: he has to recognize 
within himself the Divinity and wholeness of which he is a part" (The Magic of Findhom, Paul Hawken). They separate Jesus and Christ and appear to 
be panthiestic. The group, a form of spiritism, became famous because the Findhom community in Scotland has a producing garden near the Arctic 
Circle which is supposedly taken care of by plant spirits. 

Freemasonry - 

. "... We tell the sincere Christian that Jesus of Nazareth was but a man like us" ("Morals and Dogmas" by Albert Pike in how to Respond to the Lodge). 
Hare Krishna - Founder: Chaitanya Mahaprabhu 

Also called: International Society of Krishna Consciousness (ISKCON). To the KrishnaKe, the world is not real; it's illusion. Salvation comes by 
chanting the name of their god. Hare Krishna, at least 1,728 times daily. They believe in the literal interpretation of the Hindu scriptures, but they also 
accept the Bible as one of the scriptures. They consider Jesus one of their gurus. 

"I AM" MOVEMENT - Leader: Guy Ballard (Pen Name: Godfrey Ray King) 

Jesus, a man, developed the I AM/GOD SELF within himself. This almighty I Am presence is a pure reservoir of energy stationed over the head 
which can be drawn on at will. Jesus is seen as one of the many Ascended Masters. They do not recognize the Trinity. This cult is an off-shoot of the 
Theosophical Society. Its modem form is called the Summit Lighthouse or Church Universal and Triumphant. However, the "I Am" movement still exists 
as an independent organization (The 'I Am' Discourses, Saint Germain Press). 

Iglesia Ni Cristo - Leader: Felix Manalo 

"We believe in Jesus Christ, but we do not believe that He is True God. We believe in only one true god, the god of creation. Jesus Christ is a great 
savior and was commissioned by God to be the savior." ("Research Center Bulletin," Far East Broadcasting). 

Inner Peace Movement - Leader: Rev. Francisco Coll, DD 

. A form of spiritualism and spiritism combining ESP, astro-projection, psychic phenomena, etc., they introduce seven levels of consciousness. Christ 
consciousness is the highest. Jesus had reached Christ Consciousness and taught this while on earth. Jesus was a man. They separate Jesus and 
Christ. God is impersonal and spoken of as The All, The Cosmos, and The Universe (Every Wind of Doctrine, Hobart Freeman). 

Integral Yoga Institute - Founder: Swami Satchidananda 

"There are not many gods; there is only One. And that One has no name, no form, no place. (Thus Christ is not God.) He is everywhere- in 
actuality, neither he, nor she, nor it... The two sides are positive and negative, light and shade. Evil is also God." says the Swami (The Youth Nappers, 
James C. Hefley). 

Islam - 

Christ was a prophet of Allah, but was superseded by Muhammad’s teachings and authority. 

Jainism - Founder: Mahavira 

"Jainism begins by denying the existence of an external supreme being, creator, or Lord, who is the mainstay of the universe. (Thus, no Christ.) 
For these non-theistic humanist, there is no need to assume a First cause." (Religions in a Changing World, Howard F. Vos) 

Jehovah's Witnesses - 

Jesus is a created being, Michael, the first creation of Jehovah and the "Son of God." 

Laymen's Home Missionary Movement - Leader: Raymond J. Jolly 

Similar to the Jehovah's Witnesses, they deny the physical resurrection of Jesus Christ. "John 4:24 - God is a Spirit. Luke 24:39 - A Spirit hath not 
flesh and bones ... In the first place, God directly tells us that Jesus is now a spirit being" (Epiphany Studies in the Scriptures). "Trinitarians have grossly 
mistranslated and miscapitalized this passage to read their trinitarianism into it, as they have done in other cases. The proper translation shows that 
Christ is not Jehovah ... He is Jehovah's appointed Savior for the world, not Jehovah Himself." (Epiphany Studies in the Scriptures- 
Series 1). 

Liberal Catholic Church - Leaders: Charles W. Lead beater and Vincent M. Matthews 

"Obviously, God is not and cannot be a person. (Thus, no divine Christ.) The persons of the Holy Trinity are representatives or masks for the One 
God who is beyond individuality; is unlimited; eminent; and transcendent" (The One Existence, E.M. Matthews). The LCC is independent of the Roman 
Catholic Church and blends elements of theosophy and pantheism (These Also Believe, Charles Samuel Braden). 

Megiddo Mission - Founder: Rev. L.T. Nichols 

"Christ, Emmanuel, 'God with us,' is not the eternal God but the Son of God, conceived of the Holy Spirit, bom of a virgin, but wholly human in his 
nature - Matthew 1:23, Hebrews 2:16,17 .. "(History of the Megiddo Mission, published by Megiddo Mission Church). 

Mormons - Founder: Joseph Smith, Jr. 

Also Called: Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints. Jesus is a pre-existent spirit, also the Father, one of many gods. Christ was God-man, 
and men can be just like him (Mormon Doctrine, Bruce McConkie). 

Nichiren Shoshu Soka Gakkai - 

. Soka Gakkai substitutes Gautama Buddha and Nichiren for the True God and replaces the Bible with the Lotus Sutra, a false scripture. Soka Gakkai 
translates to "Value Recreation Society" ("Views on Christ," John Weldon). 

Peace Mission Movement - Leader: Father Divine (George Baker) 

Baker distinguishes between Jesus and Christ. "I say B.J. not B.C. because it was before Jesus yet, in my opinion, it was not before Christ" (The 
New Day, September 1,1945). "Jesus, he (Baker) seems at times to regard as merely the temporal and physical embodiment of the Christ" (These 
Also Believe, Charles Samuel Braden). Baker has claimed to be God and the Holy Spirit. There are also references in Baker's writings to indicate that 
Jesus is God (Kingdom of the Cults, Walter Martin). 

Psychiana - Leader: Frank B. Robinson 

"At no time has God, nor will God, manifest Himself on this earth or anywhere as a person ... Jesus was no more than a human acting out the 
God-power" (They Have Found a Faith, Marcus Bach). 

Radha Soami Society T Leader: Charan Singh 

God is seen as attribirteless, formless, and impersonal without personality and name, although they give "him" the qualities of love, grace, wisdom 
and power. The Society asserts that there are countless gods and goddesses, lords, rulers and governors in the universe (The World of Gums, Vishal 
Mangalwadi), thus Jesus Christ is not Lord of Lords. 
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Rajneesh Meditation Centers - Leader: Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh 

"But God (thus, Christ) is not a person. God is the process ...Existence is without cause ... In the beginning, there is no cause so in the end there 
can be no purpose" (Beyond and Beyond, Acharya Rajneesh). 

Rosicrucianism - 

Jesus was a reincarnated man, the highest luminary possible. The Christ spirit in Him was a manifestation of the cosmic Christ ("Rays from the 
Rose Cross," December, 1978) 

Ruhani Satsang - Leader: Kirpal Singh 

"Jesus Christ was essentially a man of the East, and his teachings are imbued with oriental mysticism. It is even speculated that he spent many of 
his early years in india and learned from the Yogins and Buddhist monks" (The Crown of Life, Kirpal Singh). 

Sacred Mushroom of the Cross - Leader: John Allegro 

Christ was a mushroom (Sacred Mushroom of the Cross, John Allegro). 

Sanatana Dharma Foundation - Leader: Yogeshwar Muni 

(Also called Kayavarohan) Jesus is a man who achieved a divine state through meditation Sanatana Dharma is considered the eternal path to 
truth leading to fulfillment and divinity. "Thus men, for the first time on Earth, could achieve the God level not only in concept, but in physical 
manifestations as well" (Vishvamitra Newsletter) 

Satanism - 

The introduction to the satanic bible says, "What amuses us most is that you indicate that a mere command to Satan in Jesus' name is sufficient to 
dismiss him The Prince of Darkness regards both God and Jesus Christ a figments of man's more infantile imagination, at least insofar as their 
supposed power is concerned God is dead, and Christ was but a man" (Every Wind of Doctrine, Dr Hobart Freeman). 

Scientology - Founder: L. Ron Hubbard 

Hubbard claims to have found the spiritual technology to dispense the one "true way” to man. It is a process working through levels of self- 
knowledge and knowledge of past lives to awaken the primordial deity within until a person is able to regain total godhood Christ is a man "who 
achieved a 'state of clear" but not the higher state of 'Operating Thetan" ("Certainty” magazine, Vol 5, No 10) 

Self-Realization Fellowship - Leader: Paramahansa Yogananda 

Group also called "Yogoda Satsanga Society " Separates Jesus and Christ Jesus was indwelt by the Christ Consciousness. "Let the 
omniscient Christ Consciousness come to Earth a second time and be bom in you, even as it was manifested in the mind of Jesus" 

(Metaphysical Meditations. SRF Publishers) 

Shintoism - 

"Deity is spirit, without form, unknowable changeless, eternal, existing from the beginning of Heaven and Earth up to the present unfathomable, 
infinite ..." (Source of Japanese Tradition, Vol 1, editor William Theodore De Bary) 

Shree Guru Dev Siddha Yoga Ashram - Leader: Swami Muktananda Paramahansa 

Also called "Sidha Yoga Dham " This is a self realization group whose leader claims to be god "This is the praise of the all-pervasive formless 
unmanifest. Absolute Being who manifest Himself in a thousand forms Above all, you will receive Divine Grace and finally realize your own divinity " 
Rejects God manifesting Himself in Jesus Christ (Songs of God, Guru, Self - Kabiraj) 

Sikhism - Founder: Nanak 

Sikhism developed an abstract and mystical monotheism God is formless, sovereign, unknowable and absolute However, a righteous person can 
call upon the grace of Sat Nam - God If a person reaches salvation, which is by works, he absorbs into God Rejects the idea that God revealed in 
the Person of Jesus Christ (Cults, World Religions and You, Kenneth Boa) 

Sivananda Yoga Vedenta Centers - Leader: Swami Sivananda 

Also called "International Sivananda Yoga Society " God (or Christ) is not a person or spirit, but Consciousness. He is sometimes reborn as a man 
other times as an animal, plant, or even inanimate object (The World of Gurus, Vishal Mangalwadi) 

Spiritual Advancement of the Individual Foundation. - Leader: Sri Satya Sai Baba 

Jesus Christ is seen as an "Avatar," a deity descended to earth in bodily form. Sai Baba is Jesus Christ who was returned Man, according to Baba 
is Atman - Self or God Man is under an illusion so that he forgets that he is God Baba also teaches that God is 
ultimately without attributes (The World of Gurus, Vishal Mangalwadi) 

Spiritual Frontiers Fellowship - Founder: Arthur Ford and others 

"There was no Christ 2.000 ago There was a man 2,000 ago through whom the Annointed One was able to manifest. The man died, Christ lived, 
and as the Holy Spirit has been helping The Divine Mind or the Concept of God has within himself all the faculties or qualities of both male and female 
There can be no creative expression, there can be no life without these two qualities So God is neither man nor woman." Fond, a former Christian 
minister, made these comments during a seance March 18, 1965 (Unknown but Known, Arthur Ford). 

Spiritualist - 

Jesus was an outstanding Jewish medium (Kingdom of the Cults - Walter Martin) 

Sri Chinmoy Centers - Leader: Sri Chinmoy 

God is seen as Consciousness and Light Realize the divinity within you. "It is not because of his (Jesus') miracles that he is worshipped, but 
because he brought down the eternal Consciousness, the infinite Consciousness" (Kundalini: The Mother Power, Sri Chinmoy). 

Still Point Institute - Leader: Sujata 

Christ is an evolutive god, a cosmic Christ. A heavy influence of Zen Buddhism negates the personal Go^ (The Still Point, William Johnson). 

Subud - Leader: Muhammad Subuh (Bapak) 

God is a "Great Life Force that flows through everything and everyone. It is impersonal." (Thus no divine Christ.) God is felt through "latihan" which 
is an inner vibration The objective in Subud is to become passive so that you can experience and feel latihan (New Gods in America, Peter Rowley). 

Sufism - Leader: Pir-O-Murshid Hazrat Inayat Khan 

God is an "Abstract Sound" which is the creative life principle in all of nature. "The goal of Sufism is union with God in this life." Because of its link 
with Islamic philosophy, it would not consider Jesus as God (Awakening Ways to Psycho- Spiritual Growth, C. William Henderson). 

Swedenborgism - Founder: E. Swedenborg 

A form of spiritism which also denies the person of the Holy Spirit. He is called an efficiency or sanctifying influence. "We ought to have faith in God 
the Savior Jesus Christ, because that is 
faith in the visible God in Whom is the Invisible; and faith in the 

visible God, Who is at once Man and God, who enters Man" (True Christian Religion, E. Swedenborg). 

Taoism • Greatest philosopher: Chuang Tzu 

There is no personal Creator-God" (Cults. World Religions and You, Kenneth Boa) 
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Tarotology • 

The most serious form of cartomancy (divination by cards). It has been linked with magic, numerology, astrology and other cults. For all the 
languages about God. Spirit and the Truth of God. the God and Truth of Tarot are in no way those of Jesus Christ. It is an idolatrous system (Dennis 
Hesslegrave, Trinity Evangelical Divinity School). 

The Farm • Leader: Stephen 

An eastern mysticism commune in Summed own, TN. Jesus, a teacher, was a good man indwelt with Christ Consciousness. "In the telepathic 
medium of the Holy Spirit, Christ consciousness, Buddha consciousness, call it what you will, exist all the time. You don't have to call it Jesus or 
Buddha or Krishna, it's the consciousness'" (Hey Beatnik! 1974). 

The Foundation Church of the Millennium - leader: Father John 

. Denies the deity of Jesus Christ. It is an off-shoot of or the front for the Process Church of the Final Judgement (below) although they deny affiliation 
They were both founded in September, 1966; began in Xtul, Mexico; listed their midwest address as 1529 N. Wells Street, Chicago, IL; and have both 
since moved. 

The Holy Order of MANS - Leader: Earl Blighton 

Holds the occult-eastern view that Jesus was a great teacher, but merely a man who attained an impersonal kind of "Christ Consciousness " They 
separate Jesus and Christ. They believe all can attain Christ-Consciousness (Spiritual Counterfeit Project, Berkeley, CA) 

The Himalayan International Institute of Yoga Science and Philosophy. - Founder: Swami Rama 

"In order to become true members of the Church of Christ, a person must know not who Jesus was, but what Christ is. Christ, Ishvara, is the very 
personal force pervading the universe that guides and illuminates every aspirant... It is not an embodied person, but rather a force in which all individual 
beings are divine sparks ..."(Meditation in Christianity, Dr. Pandit Arya). Swami Rama has said, "Jesus Christ was perhaps the greatest of all Yogis ' 

The Process Church of the Final Judgement - Founder: Robert De Grimston 

Jesus is a mere man. The Processeans believe in three gods: Jehohvah, Lucifer, and Satan" (Sata's Devices, Kurt Koch) 

The 3 HO Foundation - Leaders: Yogi Bhajan and Guru Ram Dass 

The 3 HO means Happy, Health and Holy. "What is God? ... He is cosmic energy He is yin-yang, He is positive and negative He is male, female 
... When you say cosmic consciousness, you mean God ... You are God ... God is you. Man has never realized he is God God is a stick God is 
a cup ... God is a woman" (The Teachings of Yogi Bhajan, Bhajan) 

Unification Church - Leader/Fonder: Sun Myung Moon 

Moon states that God has dual qualities - spirit and energy God is a personal being with consciousness, intelligence, love and purpose Salvation 
can come only through the Messiah who achieves perfection, marries, and has perfect offspring Christ, Moon says, was to do this, but He failed 
because he died before he could marry. Because He was resurrected, Moon says, Jesus did redeem man spiritually The physical redemption of man 
will happen through a second Messiah, but not Christ. The implication is that Moon is the second Messiah. (Moody Monthly, July 1977) 

The Way International - Leader: Victor Paul Wierwile 

A very close counterfeit of Christianity. They believe in God, the Bible, Jesus Christ, salvation, and eternal life, but not the Trinity Jesus is NOT 
God, and the Holy Spirit is a synonym for God (Jesus Christ is Not God, Victor Paul Wierwille) 

Theosophist - 

Christ took the body Jesus, a man. to become a teacher. Eventually all men become Christ. 

Transcendental Meditation - Leader: Maharishi Mahesh Yogi 

Also called "Spiritual Generation Movement," "Student's International Meditation Society," TM." Maharishi says the reason for creation and 
individual life is the expansion of happiness. This is done by expanding one's consciousness through seven levels of consciousness Jesus is 
considered an Enlightened One. Leaders have attempted to claim that TM is not a religion, but courts have ruled that it is. and the nature of its initiation 
rites prove that it is a Hindu derivative. (Meditations, Maharishi Mahesh Yogi) 

Unitarians - 

Jesus was a man who believed in One God, not the Trinity. 

Unity School of Christianity - 

Jesus was a perfect man, indwelt by the Christ Consciousness, present in every human being 

Vedanta Society - Founder: Swami Vivekananda 

Also known as "Ramakrishna Order." They (gods) are human beings with extraordinary, original powers and entrusted with a Divine commission 
Being heirs of Divine power and glories, they form a class of their own. To this class belong the incarnations of God, like Christ, Krishna. Buddha, and 
Chaitanya and their devotees of the highest order" (Hindu View of Christ. Swami Akhilananda). 

Witchcraft - 

"Down through the centuries, many witches and sorcerers consider God and Satan as merely symbols of power, with no real existence as 
personalities’ (Kingdom of Darkness, F.W. Thomas). Some witches may see Jesus as a wizard who was able to master natural and occult forces 

Worldwide Church of God - Leader: Hurbert W. Armstrong 

Jesus is a part of the godhead (God is a family) and men can become like Jesus and part of the God family - Sons of God. They do not believe in 
a closed godhead (TRINITY). The Holy Spirit is not considered a person, but the Father and the Son work through it. (Derivate cult - International 
Church of God. Leader. Son of Herbert. George, was disowned by his father and started this group that believes the same, but claims that the 
Worldwide Church lost its authority when Herbert divorced his wife.) 

Zen Buddhism • 

"Since Zen does not affirm the existence of the living God, it is not only absolutely destitute of the special revelation of God in His Word, but is wholly 
alien to the God of revelation." says Lit-Sen-Chang (The Kingdom of the Cults, Walter Marlin). 

Zoroastrianism - Founder: Spitoma Zoroaster 

This is one of the first monothesistic religions in the world, and adherents of this religion are thought to have been the originators of the Wise Men 
from the East who searched out Jesus when He was bom. This cult doesn't recognize a personal God. Their god, Ahura Mazda, is impersonal and 
has no physical nature (Cults, World Religions and You, Kenneth Boa)

SSA has continually emphasized the fact that the SSN identifies a 
particular record only and the Social Security Card indicates the person 
whose record is identified by that number. In no way can the Social 
Security Card identify the bearer. From 1946 to 1972 the legend ‘Not for 
Identification’ was printed on the face of the card. However, many people 
ignored the message and the legend was eventually dropped The social 
security number is the most widely used and carefully controlled number 
in the country, which makes it an attractive identifier. 

With the exception of the restrictions imposed on Federal and some 
State and local organizations by the Privacy Act of 1974, organizations 
requiring a unique identifier for purposes of controlling their records are not 
prohibited from using (with the consent of the holder) the SSN. SSA 
records are confidential and knowledge of a person's SSN does not give 
he user access to information in SSA files which is confidential by law. 

Many commercial enterprises have used the SSN in various promotional 
efforts. These uses are not authorized by SSA, but SSA has no authority 
to prohibit such activities as most are not illegal. Some of these 
unauthorized uses are: SSN contests; skip-tracers; sale or distribution of 
plastic or metal cards; pocketbook numbers (the numbers used on sample 
social security cards in wallets); misleading advertising, commercial 
enterprises charging fees for SSN services; identification of personal 
property. 

The Social Security Number (SSN) is composed of 3 parts, XXX-XX- 
XXXX, called the Area, Group, and Serial. For the most part, (there are 
exceptions), the Area is determined by where the individual APPLIED for 
the SSN (before 1972) or RESIDED at time of application (alter 1972). The 
areas are assigned as follows: (see table to right) 

As the Areas assigned to a locality are exhausted, new areas from the 
pool are assigned. This is why some states have non-contiguous groups 
of Areas. 

The Group portion of the SSN has no meaning other than to determine 
whether or not a number has been assigned. SSA publishes a list every 
month of the highest group assigned for each SSN Area. The order of 
assignment for the Groups is: odd numbers under 10, even numbers over 
9, even numbers under 9 except for 00 which is never used, and odd 
numbers over 10. For example, if the highest group assigned for area 99® 


because even Groups under 9 have not yet been assigned 
The Serial portion of the SSN has no meaning The Senal is not 
assigned in strictly numerical order The Senal 0000 is never assigned 
Before 1973, Social Security Cards with pre-pnnted numbers were 
issued to each local SSA office The numbers were assigned by the local 
office.

What ARE They Doing Down There? 





That funny looking orange snake is actually a ventilation 
supply for the workmen, who are troubleshooting some 
problem or installing new equipment for the phone company 
down there There is more than just sewage, water, and gas 
lines underneath our metropolis, there are also 
telecommunication access tunnels winding their way below 
the asphalt we drive upon 


What we see here on this page are a few examples of daily 
sightings of this phenomenon The first picture located at 
the top of the page shows some workmen doing their daily 
task of wiping green grimies off the walls of expensive telephone routing equipment If you'll note, the guy standing there 
looking down into oblivion is hesitant to journey into the pit of telephone hell Aren't you glad you’re not him? Maybe if the 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles were around he'd be more willing to venture where few have gone before (Remember 
Alligator'?) In the next picture you'll notice a woman crawling out What a concept! (haha) This goes to show you that our 
beloved phone company (no names mentioned but if you look at the picture you might notice one) IS, in fact, a equal 
opportunity employer If you can stand up, close your eyes and jump down into one of these holes, YOU'RE HIRED!!! (haha) 
But seriously, it's nice to know that the phone company has no problems with gender when it comes to this kind of work 
(regardless of gender, there's no way in hell you'd ever catch me down there!) The third picture shows another phone 
company van parked next to another one of these holes Kinda looks like it’s got its tongue stuck down there, huh? Maybe 
they ARE cleaning something up down there Anyway, someone is obviously working on more equipment. The question is, 

are they really down there or are they just relaxing 
in the back of the van? I guess we’ll never know. In 
the last picture we have a real Kodak moment. This 
guy could be doing any one of several things He 
could be calling his wife to make sure she’s not 
cheating on him. He could be ordering some food 
to go. Maybe he’s even sneaking in a call to a 900 
number service!!! Actually, he's most likely talking 
to one of his buddies making plans for watching 
Monday Night Football at the local pub after they 
get off work. Either that or he's calling for help! 


In all seriousness, folks, there are subterranean 
passageways underneath nearly all metropolitan 
areas where main trunk lines are located for all the 
phones in a particular area These tunnels are 
damp and at times a set of wires will open cutting 
service to a customer. In order to fix this someone 
has to go down and search for the faulty wires 
Other times the phone companies have decided it’s 
time for new equipment. They are upgrading all the 
time in order to maintain a quality of service. (??) 
Some areas are even upgrading to the new fiber 
optic systems that should take us into the 21st 
century. I wonder just how reliable their equipment 
really is if they're down there all the time. 


So, you're driving along and you happen to 
glance over to the left just after avoiding 
being hit by some maniac driver and there 
you see it 1 There’s the good old local 
phone company with a street lid popped 
open, and he's down there, somewhere, 
underneath the street Most likely you 
don't even realize what you may be 
looking at, and then you drive on and 
never think about it again 

If you ever stop to think about it for a 
moment you might realize just how 
peculiar this event actually is. There's 
some guy crawling around under the 
street Don’t you ever wonder 


the heck they're doing down there'? Everywhere you go, 
there they are with that big snake like thing, usually orange 
in color, emerging from the hole You'd think some poor 
sucker got stuck with sewer cleaning duty But that's not the 
case 
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Look! Up in the sky! 
It’s a bird! It’s a plane! 
No, it’s a cable access 
port! 

They’re all around us! Everywhere you look, you’ll find 
those damn utility (telephone) poles! Located near the top 
of the pole, you will find power lines, telephone lines, a few 
pigeons taking turns at dumping their “gifts’’ on passers by 
and, most likely, if you’re not in some completely backwards 
place out in the middle of BFE, you’ll see CABLE lines on the pole, just above the telephone lines. Most people never bother 
to notice these utility poles all around us! They’re really interesting, if you’ll take the time to look one over very closely. The 
first picture we have here shows us a couple of things. In the bottom of the picture, there’s a telephone access point. This is 
ihe place where phone service to your home will be connected to. Crack one of these puppies open and you’d see a million 
possibilities! Well, not a million, but it would overwhelm you seeing the telephone spaghetti inside of these things. 
Sometimes, you might find two or possibly three of these telephone lines located on a set of utility poles. With the 90’s comes 
the need for MORE phone lines. The phone companies have a very difficult time keeping up with this new Information Era 
we’re living in now. 

Above the telephone access line, you’ll find the cable access ports. They are side by side in this picture, which tells us 
something important. Where this picture was taken, the local cable company has provided TWO cable lines, most likely 
referred to as “A and B side.” What this means is that the cable company is not only providing one line of cable service, but 
TWO. With two cable lines means MORE channels capable of being delivered into the customers home. The picture is a little 
dark, but from what we can make out, it appears that at least two customers are receiving service from this access point. It’s 
really very simple how cable is delivered into the home. The cable office is basically where the service comes from, (we won’t 
get into how THEY get the programming...we’ll do that in another story.) Now, imagine this. The cable company is the starting 
point. They have cables connected at this point and they are simply routed all around their service area. To keep the signal 
nice and strong, they include line-amps along the cable line every so often. Now, when the cable reaches a potential 
subscriber area, such as a residential area or a mainstream business area, they pop some access ports along the line, so the 
lowly cable installer can connect cable service when called upon. It’s much like a “tap” or a “splitter”...the signal is more or 
less “split” or “tapped” off the main line and run down to the customers location. 

This is why it is very difficult for the cable companies to keep theft of service down to a minimum. The signal is very easy to 
steal. Once you have the signal down to your place, it’s yours to play with. Be aware, though. The cable companies claim 
they they will prosecute anyone who violates the theft of cable service law. But, in all reality, it’s VERY difficult for them to 
PROVE that you’re responsible for stealing their service. Most of the larger cable service companies have a small (or LARGE) 
department within their ranks, called “audit”... their job is to go around each day, checking lines against a master listing of 
subscribers...In essence, they’re trying to locate anyone receiving cable service who should not be. If such a finding is made, 
they will jump up and down and try to scare the crap out of you. Haha... What normally happens is they either disconnect it 
and forget about it, disconnect it and try to bill you for it, leave it alone and let you know you owe them money and continue 
the service or they sometimes get really nasty and tell you they’ll send you to collections and possibly prosecute you for theft 
of service. But we all know they can’t do anything without proof! And them finding out you have cable when you should not 

have cable is NOT proof. Hey, maybe the person who lived there before you hooked it up.or maybe the cable man forgot 

to disconnect the cable when you had it cancelled. Who knows.... They need more than a connection to do anything. If you 
are billed for cable when you are NOT a subscriber, do NOT pay them! Hey, you didn’t do it, so let them know and tell them 

that you REFUSE to pay them! They can’t do anything about it.and, within a few months you’ll be receiving the usual “Try 

our cable with FREE installation” sales literature once again. 

We get a kick out of the cable companies, really. We’ve seen a lot. We’ve heard a lot. We’ve done a lot. We know a lot. 
Remember, knowledge is the key, folks. If you’re armed with the knowledge of what you’re dealing with, you’re more likely to 
come out ahead when confronted with an angry cable representative. Ok, let’s talk about the ports a bit more. Sorry, we’re 
always getting sidetracked around here. Hahahaha. The picture below shows us pretty much the same amount of hardware 



as the one above, but in this one, there’s a line amp. as 
well. It’s the big silver (white) box located near the bottom 
right of the picture. Normally, the ports themselves are 
capped off with a security termination screw on lock, to 

keep people like.us.from attaining cable free of 

charge. The tool to remove this can be bought from any 
number of sources. We suggest looking in the back of any 
electronics magazine. We see them for sale all the time. 
Heck, we might even own a set. Heh.... It’s just like 
hooking up an antenna. Once the termination screw-on 
lock has been removed, the connection is made with a 75- 
ohm F-type connector and the line is run down to the set (or 
cable box) where the service may then be viewed. Some 
older cable systems employ the use of “filters” to block 
certain premium channels from subscribers who opt to 
have only basic service. The removal of these in-line filters 
gives the curious person the addition of some channels 
which would otherwise be impossible, short of PAYING for 
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Spy-Met 


Wait a second...did you hear that? 


Most Central Office (CO) eavesdropping intercepts in a Bell Operating 
Company (BOC) CO are today performed using a modified Metallic 
Facility Termination (MFT) circuit pack which places about a 100,000 ohm 
isolated bridging impedance across the subscriber line Supervisory 
signaling is detected on the subscriber loop using a high-impedance 
electronic circuit, and the signaling is repeated in an isolated fashion using 
the A and B leads of the repeating coil in the MFT to "reconstruct" a CO 
line for the benefit of monitoring apparatus 

The entire purpose of the above effort is to prevent any trouble or noise on 
the intercept line or monitonng apparatus from causing any trouble, noise 
or transmission impairment on the subject line 

Some BOCs may elect to use service observing apparatus to provide the 
necessary isolation and repeated loop supervisory signaling Less 
common are locally engineered vanations which merely use an isolation 
amplifier from an MFT or other 4-wire repeater, and which provide no 
repeated supervisory signaling(which is not all that necessary, since voice- 
activated recorders and DTMF signaling detectors can be used, and since 
dial pulses can be counted by playing a tape at slow speed) 

Today, the use of a "bridge lifter" retardation coil for the purpose of 
connecting an eavesdropping intercept line is virtually non-existent since 
they do not provide sufficient isolation and since they provide a fair amount 
of insertion loss without loop current on the "observing" side Bridge lifter 
coils are pnmanly intended for answenng service intercept lines, and 
consist of a dual-winding inductor which passes 20 Hz nnging and whose 
windings easily saturate when DC current flows Bridge lifter coils are 
used to minimize the loading effect (and consequent transmission 
impairment) of two subscnber loops on one CO line Bndge lifter coils 
provide a significant insertion loss at voice frequencies toward the idle 
loop, i e . the loop in use will have DC current flow, saturating the inductor, 
and reducing its insertion loss to 1 0 dB or less 

Despite gadget advertised in magazines like The Sharper Image, the 
simple truth of the matter is that there is NO WAY for any person using 
ANY type of apparatus at the telephone set location to ascertain whether 
there is property installed eavesdropping device connected across their 
line in the CO The only way such a determination can be made is through 
the cooperation of the telephone company 

For that matter, there is virtually no way for any person using any type of 
apparatus in their premises to ascertain if there is ANY type of 
eavesdropping apparatus installed ANYWHERE on their telephone line 
outside their premises, unless the eavesdropping apparatus was designed 
or installed in a exceptionally crude manner (not likely today) Some types 
of eavesdropping apparatus may be located, but only with the full 
cooperation of the telephone company 

The sole capability of these nonsense gadgets is to ascertain if an 
extension telephone is picked up dunng a telephone call, which is hardly a 
likely scenario for serious eavesdropping 1 

These screw-m-the-handset gadgets work by sensing the voltage across 
the carbon transmitter circuit and using a control to null this voltage using 
a comparator circuit When a person makes a telephone call, the control 
is adjusted until the light just goes out If an extension telephone at the 
user's end is picked up dunng the call, the increased cunent drain of a 
second telephone set will decrease the voltage across the carbon 
transmitter circuit, unbalancing the voltage comparator circuit, and thereby 
causing the LED to light 

These voltage comparator “tap detectors" cannot even be left with their 
setpoint control in the same position, because the effective voltage across 
a subscnber loop will vary depending upon the nature of the call (except in 
the case of an all digital CO), and upon other conditions in the CO 
Electromechanical and analog ESS CO's may present different 
charactenstics to the telephone line, depending upon whether it is used at 
the time of An originated intraoffice call (calling side of intraoffice trunk), 
an answered intraoffice call (called side of intraoffice trunk), an originated 
tandem call (interoffice tandem trunk), an originated toll call (toll trunk), or 
an answered tandem/toll call (incoming tandem or toll trunk) There is 
usually enough vanation in battery feed resistance due to design and 
component tolerance changes on these different trunks to cause a 
vanation of up to several volts measured at the subscriber end for a given 
loop and given telephone instrument 

Even more significant are vanations in CO battery voltage, which can vary 
(within "normal limits") from 48 volts to slightly over 52 volts, depending 
upon CO load conditions 50 to 51 volts in most CO’s is a typical daily 


variation If anyone is curious, connect an isolated voltage recorder or 
data logger to a CO loop and watch the on-hook voltage variations; in 
many CO's the resultant voltage vs 24-hour time curve will look just like 
the inverse of a busy-hour graph from a telephone traffic engineering text! 
In some all-digital CO apparatus, the subscriber loop signaling is 
performed by a solid-state circuit which functions as a constant-current (or 
current-limiting) device With such a solid-state circuit controlling loop 
current, there is no longer ANY meaningful reference to CO battery 
voltage; i.e.. one cannot even use short-circuit loop current at the 
subscnber location to even estimate outside cable plant resistance 

To explode this myth even further, let's do a little Ohm's Law: 

1 Assume a CO loop with battery fed from a dual-winding A-relay (or line 
relay, ESS ferrod line scanner element, or whatever) having 200 ohms to 
CO battery and 200 ohms to ground 

2 Assume a CO loop of 500 ohms (a pretty typical loop). 

3 Assume an eavesdropping device with a DC resistance of 100,000 
ohms (this is still pretty crude, but I'm being generous with my example). 

4 Using some simple Ohm's law, the presence or absence of this 
hypothetical eavesdropping device at the SUBSCRIBER PREMISES will 
result in a voltage change of less than 0 5 volt when measured in the on- 
hook state This voltage change is much less than normal variations of 
CO battery voltage 

5 Using some simple Ohm’s law, the presence or absence of this 
hypothetical eavesdropping device at the CENTRAL OFFICE LOCATION 
will result in a voltage change of less than 0.2 volt when measured in the 
on-hook state This voltage change is an order of magnitude less than the 
expected normal variation of CO battery voltage! 

Measunng voltage variations on a subscriber loop in an effort to detect a 
state-of-the-art eavesdropping device is meaningless, regardless of 
resolution of a voltage measuring device, since the "signal" is in effect 
buried in the "noise" 

Moving on to the subject of subscnber line impedance 

There is simply no way for any device located on the subscriber's 
premises to obtain any MEANINGFUL information concerning the 
impedance characteristics of the subscriber loop and whether or not 
anything "unusual" is connected at the CO (or for that matter, anywhere 
else on the subscriber loop) There are a number of reasons why this is 
the case, which include but are not limited to: 

1 The impedance of a typical telephone cable pair results from distributed 
impedance elements, and not lumped elements. Non-loaded exchange 
area cable (22 to 26 AWG @ 0 083 uF/mile capacitance) is generally 
considered to have a characteristic impedance of 600 ohms (it actually 
vanes, but this is a good compromise figure) Loaded exchange area 
cable, such as H88 loading which are 88 mH coils spaced at 6 kft intervals, 
is generally considered to have a a characteristic impedance of 900 ohms 
(it actually vanes between 800 and 1,200 ohms, but 900 ohms is generally 
regarded as a good compromise figure for the voice frequency range of 
300 to 3,000 Hz) What this means is that a bridged impedance of 
100,000 ohms located in the CO on a typical subscriber loop will result in 
an impedance change measured at the SUBSCRIBER LOCATION of 
0 1% or less. That’s IF you could measure the impedance change at the 
subscriber location 

2 As a general rule of thumb, the impedance of an exchange area' 
telephone cable pair changes ONE PERCENT for every TEN DEGREES 
Fahrenheit temperature change. Actual impedance changes are a 
function of the frequency at which the impedance is measured, but the 
above rule is pretty close for the purposes of this discussion 

3. Moisture in the telephone cable causes dramatic changes in its 
impedance characteristics. While this may appear obvious in the case of 
pulp (i.e., paper) insulated conductors, it is also characteristic of 
polyethylene (PIC) insulated conductors. Only gel-filled cable (icky-PIC), 
which still represents only a smal. percentage of installed cable plant, is 
relatively immune from the effects of moisture 

4 From a practical standpoint, it is extremely difficult to measure 
impedance in the presence of the DC potential which is ALWAYS found on 
a telephone line. The subscriber has no means to remove the telephone 
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pair from the switching apparatus in the CO to eliminate this potential. 
Therefore, any attempt at impedance measurement will be subject to DC 
current saturation error of any inductive elements found in an impedance 
bridge. The telephone company can, of course, isolate the subscriber 
cable pair from the switching apparatus for the purpose of taking a 
measurement - but the subscriber cannot. In addition to the DC current 
problem, there is also the problem of impulse and other types of noise 
pickup on a connected loop which will impress errors in the impedance 
bridge detector circuit. Such noise primarily results from the on-hook 
battery feed, and is present even in ESS offices, with ferrod scanner 
pulses being a good source of such noise. While one could possibly dial 
a telephone company "balance termination" test line to get a quieter 
battery feed, this still leaves something to be desired for any actual 
impedance measurements. 

5. Devices which connect to a telephone pair and use a 2-wire/4-wire 
hybrid with either a white noise source or a swept oscillator on one side 
and a frequency-selective voltmeter on the other side to make a frequency 
vs return loss plot provide impressive, but meaningless data. Such a plot 
may be alleged to show "changes" in telephone line impedance 
characteristics. There is actual test equipment used by telephone 
companies which functions in this manner to measure 2-wire Echo Return 
Loss (ERL), but the ERL measurement is meaningless for localization of 
eavesdropping devices. 

6. It is not uncommon for the routing of a subscriber line cable pair to 
change one or more times during its lifetime due to construction and 
modification of outside cable plant. Outside cable plant bridge taps (not of 
the eavesdropping variety) can come and go, along with back taps in the 
CO to provide uninterrupted service during new cable plant additions. Not 
only can the "active” length of an existing cable pair change by several 
percent due to construction, but lumped elements of impedance can come 
and go due to temporary or permanent bridge taps. 

The bottom line of the above is that one cannot accurately measure the 
impedance of a telephone pair while it is connected to the CO switching 
apparatus, and even if one could, the impedance changes caused by the 
installation of an eavesdropping device will be dwarfed by changes in cable 
pair impedance caused by temperature, moisture, and cable plant 
construction unknown to the subscriber. 

About a year ago on a bulletin board I remember some discussions in 
which there was mention of the use of a time domain reflectometer (TDR) 
for localization of bridge taps and other anomalies. While a TDR will 
provide a rather detailed "signature" of a cable pair, it has serious 
limitations which include, but are not limited to: 

1. A TDR, in general, cannot be operated on a cable pair upon which there 
is a foreign potential; i.e., a TDR cannot be used on a subscriber cable pair 
which is connected to the CO switching apparatus. 


2. A TDR contains some rather sensitive circuitry used to detect the 
reflected pulse energy, and such circuitry is extremely susceptible to noise 
found in twisted pair telephone cable. A TDR is works well with coaxial 
cable and waveguide, which are in effect shielded transmission lines. The 
use of a TDR with a twisted cable pair is a reasonable compromise 
provided it is a _single_ cable pair within one shield. The use of a TDR with 
a twisted cable pair sharing a common shield with working cable pairs is 
an invitation to interference by virtue of inductive and capacitive coupling 
of noise from the working pairs. 

3. Noise susceptibility issues notwithstanding, most TDR's cannot be 
used beyond the first loading coil on a subscriber loop since the loading 
coil inductance presents far too much reactance to the short pulses 
transmitted by the TDR. There are one or two TDR's on the market which 
claim to function to beyond ONE loading coil, but their sensitivity is poor. 

There is simply no device available to a telephone subscriber that without 
the cooperation of the telephone company which can confirm or deny the 
presence of any eavesdropping device at any point beyond the immediate 
premises of the subscriber. I say "immediate premises of the subscriber" 
because one presumes that the subscriber has the ability to isolate the 
premises wiring from the outside cable plant, and therefore has complete 
inspection control over the premises wiring. 

I have used the phrase "without the cooperation of the telephone 
company" several times in this article. No voltage, impedance or TDR 
data is meaningful without knowing the actual circuit layout of the 
subscriber loop in question. Circuit layout information includes such data 
as exact length and gages of loop sections, detailed description of loading 
(if present), presence and location of multiples and bridge taps, calculated 
and measured resistance of the loop, loop transmission loss, etc. There 
is NO way that a telephone company is going to furnish that information to 
a subscriber! Sometimes it's even difficult for a government agency to get 
this information without judicial intervention. 

Despite what I have stated in this article, you will see claims made by third 
parties as to the existence of devices which will detect the presence of 
telephone line eavesdropping beyond the subscriber's immediate 
premises. With the exception of the trivial cases of serious DC current 
draw by an extension telephone or the detection of RF energy emitted by 
a transmitter, this just ain't so. Companies like Communication Control 
Corporation (which advertises in various "executive” business 
publications) get rich by selling devices which claim to measure minute 
voltage and impedance changes on a telephone line - but consider those 
claims in view of the voltage changes due to CO battery variations and due 
to temperature changes in outside cable plant - and you should get the 
true picture.

MODIFICATIONS FOR THE PRO-37 
First of all, what modifications are possible? 

The PRO-37 uses a diode array to tell its microprocessor what model it is, 
and thus which frequency bands to allow and what channel spacing to use. 
European and Australian models have full 800 Mhz coverage (at an 
unknown channel spacing) and a VHF-Mid band (68-88 Mhz) rather than 
a VHF-Low band (30-54 Mhz). 

The Canadian and US models differ in the amount of care taken to reduce 
EMI. The Canadian model has additional screening, and one or two other 
minor component additions to achieve this. Therefore, if you have the 
choice, the Canadian model is preferable to the US model. 

Changing from VHF-Low to VHF-Mid band coverage requires many 
component value changes (and realignment of the appropriate RF stage). 
Given that the PRO-37 uses SMT technology, it's not worth trying. (You 
can change the diode array easily enough, but just don't expect 
reasonable performance!) 

The only sensible (straightforward) modification is the restoration of full 
800 Mhz coverage on Canadian and US models. The ranges restored 
appear with a 30kHz channel spacing - which just happens to coincide with 
the N. American cellular telephone channel spacing. A remarkable 
coincidence. 

The modification described is therefore applicable ONLY to Canadian and 
US models. (European and Australian readers could always remove 800 
Mhz coverage if they wished. 

You will need: 

Soldering iron with a fine point. (The components desoldered and soldered 
are not SMT, but....) 

Desoldering tool to remove excess solder. 

Philips screwdriver, if it fits the screws on the back of the case it's the right 
size. 

Small pliers for bending component leads while unsoldering and removing 
hexagonal posts. 

Grounding wrist strap strongly advisable with CMOS components. (Static 
can cause premature, if not immediate failure of components). Wear this 
at all times. 

Small screwdriver for prying components etc. 

Experience and confidence in working with modem electronics 
A couple of hours without interruptions... 

Instructions: 


1. Remove the battery. 

2. Remove the antenna. 

3. Pull to remove squelch and volume knobs. 

4. Unscrew the 4 screws on the back of the case. 

5. Separate the case beginning at the battery end and work over the circuit 
board and knobs at the top. 

6. Unsolder both connections to the antenna - ground can be bent away 
and the center has a link to the board. 

7. Unsolder the two power switch links at the board end. 

8. Unsolder the ground connections to the metal shield. 

9. Disconnect the two connectors to the squelch and volume controls. 

10. Remove the 4 hexagonal posts. 

11. The top board may now be removed by separating it gently from the 
connector on the adjacent board. 

12. Remove the 3 screws holding the shield in place. 

13. Lift the shield to separate it from the lower control circuit board. 

14. Identify diodes D12.D13 on the control board. 

15. EITHER cut diode D13 and SKIP to reassembly OR continue to 
desolder diode. 

16. Remove the last two screws and remove the control board. Take care 
not to dislocate the KEY LOCK switch when doing this. 

17. Unsolder screening from side of control board near diode array, and 
bend back out of way. 

18. Unsolder and remove diode D13. Keep it somewhere so that you can 
replace it if required to do so by US legislation. Reassembly is the reverse 
of the above procedure. 

If you performed steps 16-18 CHECK REALLY CAREFULLY that the 
metal part of the KEY LOCK switch is in the right location. (Otherwise, you 
may find yourself having to disassemble the whole thing again -1 know, I 
did!) 

NOTES. 

1. One must exercise great caution in the procedure. Check that no 
flakes of solder get dropped on the boards. Take anti-static precautions 
by doing the work on a mat and wearing a wrist strap. Do not make any 
adjustments to the upper analogue board or bend any of the other wire 
links on it, which are tuned circuits. 

2. Another caution is that doing any of the work will probably violate any 
warranty you may have on the scanner. Might be worth burning the 
scanner in for-150 hrs before attempting this to reduce the risk of a latent 
component fault appearing after you have made the modification.

UFO’s - What Are They?

UFO's - Unidentified Flying Objects. I'd say there's probably 
a 95% or better chance you've heard of the phenomenon. 
But what are they? Nearly everyone has an opinion on 
whether they are real or not, yet very few know any details on 
the subject. Let us examine some of the possibilities. 

- Our Imaginations - 

In 1947 Brig. Gen. Roger M. Ramey, commander of the 8th 
Air Force at Fort Worth said that UFO's have been seen in 
almost every state except Kansas. He then went on to say 
that Kansas was a dry state, implying only drunkards see 
UFO's. Certainly many of the persons claiming to see "little 
green men from Mars" are of questionable integrity, but 
should we dismiss ALL sightings because of a few rotten 
apples in the barrel? 

UFO folklore is replete with hoaxes by one or a few 
individuals looking for attention. Some are simply faked 
photos or photos of familiar everyday objects from unusual 
angles or lighting conditions. It's said that a picture is worth a 
thousand words, yet anyone with a moderate knowledge of 
photography would be able to synthesize a convincing looking 
picture. Most photographs do not hold up under close 
scrutiny and computer enhancement. 

Other stories are just that. Stories. One or more persons 
create a false story with amazing characters and events. Why 
anyone would do this is best left to the psychiatrists. Yet 
some stories persist because they can be corroborated by 
other individuals who have no connection with each other. 
There have been some sightings that involved whole 
communities. Some events have thousands of witnesses. 
How do we discredit these stories? Could they be mass 
hallucinations? Or could thousands of people simultaneously 
mistake a known or terrestrial phenomenon for something 
fantastic and otherworldly? 

- Extraterrestrial Visitors - 

Are they alien spaceships from some other planet in our 
galaxy? Carl Sagan asks "where is the physical evidence?" 
That is a very good question. We have already explained the 
problems with photographic evidence. And why are most 
photos blurry and distorted? What about where the UFOs 
land? Some sightings, upon investigation, turn up unusual 
marks on the ground exactly where the witness said the craft 
had landed. Some landing marks could be faked but yet 
others have peculiar properties. Traces of radiation along 
with the patterns of damage to local foliage make many 
wonder if something extraordinary did in fact land. 

But how do these extraterrestrial craft penetrate our 
airspace without our knowing it? Some sightings are tracked 
on local radars. Especially when the witnesses involve 
military or civilian pilots. Pilots, by nature, have to be keen 
observers. Many flights are unguided by ground controllers 
and the pilots must rely on their visual acuity. Usually when a 
pilots sees a strange object or light they will ask for radar 
confirmation from ground controllers. Sometimes nothing 
shows yet other times radar does confirm an unidentified 
object in the area. Radar has also shown some of the 
incredible speeds and maneuvers these craft perform. They 
have been tracked, at times, in excess of 10,000 miles per 
hour and turning in such a way that it would instantly kill any 
human pilot! 


- Highly Advanced Technology - 

Could UFO's simply be some sort of highly advanced exotic 
aircraft produced by one or more world powers? We have all 
seen the wonders of the F-117 Stealth Fighter in the 1991 
Gulf War. Yet the F-117 became operational nearly ten years 
earlier, having been kept a secret by our government. And 
the first test craft, known as 'Have Blue', was first flown in May 
of 1978. The U-2 spyplane was secret until Francis Gary 
Powers was shot down over Soviet Russia on May 1, 1960. 
Yet the U-2 first flew on August 8, 1955. The SR-71 
Blackbird, worlds fastest flying aircraft of just over Mach 3.5, 
first flew as the A-12 in 1962. But the aircraft was not publicly 
acknowledged until January 7, 1966. The SR-71 fleet was 
retired in February of 1991 and the military has yet to reveal 
just how fast the plane can really go, along with other vital 
secrets. 

As can be seen from these examples, our military has a long 
history of developing highly advanced aircraft without public 
knowledge. Of course the public is eventually advised of the 
existence of the aircraft, but usually after ten or so years have 
passed or some major international incident such as that 
which happened with the U-2. One must also keep in mind 
that the technology built into these fantastic planes cannot be 
aged by the date of first flight. Sometimes as many as ten 
years of research and development is involved before the first 
test flight even takes place. 

One can only wonder what marvels our military scientists are 
working on now, of which we probably will not know about for 
as much as twenty years. What sort of amazing technologies 
have been developed to allow man to fly higher, faster, and 
farther than before. Rumors abound about the "Aurora", a 
radical new craft capable of hypersonics speeds in 
excess of Mach 5. Many strange vapor trails have been seen 
in the skies over Southern California, usually described as 
"donuts on a rope." I myself had by pure chance caught a 
glimpse of such a vapor trail from my former worksite in Brea, 
CA. Military aircraft have been a hobby of mine since 
childhood and I have seen high flying craft leaving a contrail 
before but this was definitely different and was moving much 
faster than any I've seen before. 

Further evidence of the Aurora are the sonic booms heard in 
the same areas as the contrail sightings. These shockwaves 
have even been recorded by seismographs, there being 
plenty of those in California. Scientists at Caltech were able 
to plot the path of the sonic booms using the labs computers. 
The shockwave had a definite direction, towards southern 
Nevada, possibly towards what is known as Groom Lake, or 
Area 51. 

Groom Lake is located some 85 mile north-west of Las 
Vegas, Nevada. Until very recently the government denied 
the existence of the air base. Yet many groups of people who 
have worked there talk about it. Others hike into the area 
from dirt roads and photograph it. This base is where many 
of the spectacular aircraft mentioned previously have been 
flight tested. 

Many UFO investigators propose that Area 51 is where the 
United States government is flight testing captured flying 
saucers. Many have seen strange lights in the area and 
some have photographed them. Could these sightings be 
real flying saucers from outer space or are witnesses only 
catching a fleeting glimpse at the next generation of human 
technology? 
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- You Decide 


Many books have been written on the subject of UFOs. 
What I have tried to show here are what I feel are the three 
major possible explanations. It may even be that the answer 
is not wholly one idea or another but a combination of several 
solutions. The phenomenon of UFOs may have an answer so 
simple that we are overlooking it. What is definitely not in 


doubt is that something strange is happening and that it 
deserves serious examination. This may be just some 
passing fad or it could be the most important thing to occur in 
humankinds history. We will never know unless we give it an 
unbiased look to search for the answers. We must keep an 
open mind for the truth, for it may be hiding right in front of our 
noses.

Amiga or Bust?

Many feel the Amiga is a technologically advanced machine with an excellent architecture, yet are predicting the end of the era of the Amiga by the end 
of 1995 . 


The holdup concerns users and supporters as to whether Commodore technology has a future. The Amiga, Commodore's flagship computer, is stuck 
on the back burner while other computer companies are racing to the future. The Amiga computer was once the leader in multimedia technology. But 
now the makers of Apple and IBM & compatibles have taken over the field 

Constant delays have dashing hopes of Commodore's buy-out although many officials from all sides have been saying that they expect the deal to be 
signed within the coming weeks. Commodore was incorporated in the Bahamas even though it's North American operations are based in Westchester, 
Pa. Franklyn Wilson, Commodore's chief liquidator has been promising to present the Supreme Court of the Bahamas with a signed deal yet has failed 
to clinch anything in writing. Colin Proudfoot, a managing director of the U.K. subsidiary and a leader of the buyout effort feels that a resolution is due 
at any moment yet he also admits that they have been saying that since April, when Commodore announced its intentions to liquidate. 

Creative Equipment International appears to be the current winner. Alex Amor, president, met with Wilson to discuss details of the proposed 
agreement. A deal had been expected by mid-November. Amor said that they should be able to move forward on the buy-out process after negotiating 
a few points. But even if an agreement had been signed the process would have been far from over. Once an agreement is signed, the liquidator will 
present the deal to the Bahamian Supreme Court. The court then intends to let other suitors attempt to outbid the apparent winner. No one is clear as 
to how long that procedure would take. 

The reason for the unusual bidding procedure is Commodore's American creditors. They had wanted the bankruptcy proceedings to be conducted in 
the U.S. Bankruptcy court in New York. The liquidators are assuring the creditors that they will be able to catch the highest possible bid for 
Commodore's assets, thus keeping the sale in the Bahamas. 

CEI planned to hold back on it's bid allowing the UK group to sign an agreement. They would have then been able to see the terms of the deal and out 
bid it in the Bahamaian court. However the liquidators had sent a 97-page sales contract to CEI to be signed almost immediately but failed to sign it 
citing that they were not prepared to act so quickly Amor is frustrated and saddened by the long delays. He feels that people are going to forget about 
the Amiga and that when a buyer is finally found they will be left with little next to nothing. 


Why the long delays? David Pleasance, of Commodore UK, states that Commodore's assets are so spread out around the world it is taking the 
liquidators this long just to figure out exactly what is for sale. Yet there has been no explanation as to why Commodore UK cannot finalize a deal 
themselves.
